As the special veterans committee 


went to the white house for a final 
showdown, with President Roose- 
velt, Representative Byrns of Ten- 
nessee, the democratic leader, told 
news papermen "surprising progress 
has been made toward reaching an 
agreement." 
"Indications are that a satisfl&c- 


tory compromise will be reached,'' 
he added, saying the

bone of contention is what is going 
to be done with the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war veterans." 
The president, Byrns 
said, had 


made some great concessions, as did 
advocates of the Connally amend- 
ment on the presumptive World war 
veteran cases.

JAPAN PRODUCES 
A SENSATION AT 
GENEVA MEETING 


Not to Abolish Air Bomb- 


ing 
Till 
Aircraft 


Carriers Abandoned. 


GENEVA, Switzerland. June 8— 


(IP)—Japan produced a sensation at 
the disarmament conference today 
by announcing that it.was unable 
to accept complete abolition of 
bombing from the air 
until 
the 


great powers abolish aircraft car- 
riers. 


Abandonment of 
air bombard- 
ment is a feature of the British 
draft convention now before 
the 


conference. All countries have ac- 
cepted this point in principle, al- 
though the British desire to have 
the right to resort to bombing for 
police purposes in outlying regions, 
such as northern India. 
Ambassador Naotake Sato an- 


nounced categorically that Japan 
was not in position to renounce gen- 
eral air bombardment because it 
was not confident that the powers 
would fulfill their pledge of renun- 
ciation. There might be infractions, 
he said. 
The ambassador also fixed the 


following conditions for Japanese 
abandonment of air bombing: 
1. An interdiction against pro- 


viding warships with airplane land- 
ing platforms. 


2. An accord which would pre- 


vent the utilization of civil aircraft 
for military purposes in wartime.

treaty, Sato said that it had re- 
sulted in an unhappy situation. 
"The London treaty should have 


brought appeasement to all the 
signatories," he declared. 
On the 


contrary it has created an atmos- 
phere of uncertainty and appre- 
hension."

derson, president of the conference, 
said he had not been aware such an

made Other delegations would like 
to discuss it, Henderson explained,

Sixty- 
one patients were maternity cases, 
sixty-nine were for non-communic- 
able disease, one for tuberculosis,

, Italy, and Germany prepared to- 


1 day to present to their parliaments 
for ratification an agreement for a 
decade of peace and disarmament. 


Signed in Premier Bemto Mus- 


solini's office last night, the pact 
pledges the four great western Eu- 
ropean powers to collaborate with- 
in the framework of the League of 
Nations, to examine articles in the 
league covenant pertaining to ag- 
gression, to work for the success of 
the Geneva disarmament 
confer- 


ence, and to co-operate in economic 
reconstruction. 
The signing of the accord was re- 


ceived in Italy with 
great jubila- 


tion, parades, illumination of pub- 
lic buildings, speeches by II Duce, 
and countrywide demonstrations by 
cheering crowds. 


France Is Praised. 


Newspapers called the accord the 


greatest event since the World war 
and were emphatic In their praise, 
especially for France. They pre- 
dicted the settlement of all major 
Italo-French differences. 


Before the Italian senate Mus- 


solini declared the success of 
the 


world disarmament 
conference in 
Geneva is indicated, adding, how- 
ever, that "if despite everything it 
ends otherwise we have the pact to 
fall bad upon."

APPEAL REFUSAL 
OF DEFICIENCY 


Repeal Act Involved In 


Case Taken Before 


Supreme Court. 


An attempt to take Immediate 


advantage of the legislative act re- 
pealini 
the 
deficiency judgment 


was made in a case argued before 
the Supreme court Thursday. 


The appeal to the Supreme court 


was made by the First Trust Co. 
of Omaha from an order of the 
District court in Douglas county 
denying the motion of the trust 
company for a deficiency judgment 
against Abe Levey. The company 
foreclosed on a mortgage given by 
the Glendale Realty Co., of which 
Abe Levey and Joe Lapidus were 
formerly joint owners. The com- 
pany bid $28,500 at the foreclosure 
sale on the property in question 
and asked for a deficiency judg- 
ment of $1,153. 


A supplemental brief was filed 


with the court Thursday by Harry 
Silverman, attorney for Levey, in 
which he pointed out that since 
filing briefs in the case the legis- 
lature had passed the deficiency 
judgment cat with the emergency 
clause. He argues that this "ef- 
fectually dsiposes" of the conten- 
tion of the trust company. 


Silverman said that in his opin- 


ion the legislature had declared 
that the courts no longer have the 
power to enter a deficiency judg- 
ment either against the mortgagor 
or against any person who may 
have signed with him. The act is 
reproduced in his brief. 


A question which may have to be 


settled by the court is whether the 
deficiency judgment act actually 
carried the emregency clause plac- 
ini it in effect immediately or 
whether it does not become a law 
until August 10. While the emerg- 
ency clause is found in the body 
of the law, it was not included in 
the title.

NOT INTERESTED.

ITH the advance guard of the American dele- 
gation to the London economic conference 


nearing its destination, the reports touching upon 
the success of the efforts to stabilize currencies and 
to level tariff barriers are far less encouraging than 
they were. The immediate reaction to the Roose- 
velt appeal which was sent to fifty-four 
nations 


fanned hopes greatly. Since then, the backwash has 
set in with its inevitable discouragement. 


And, why should America be disturbed? The ir- 


reconcilable nationalist, the die-hard isolationist, grin 
broadly in finding confirmation of their expressed 
opinions. They said that it was impossible to get the 
world together in mutual effort, and their statement 
of their position will be established through the 
failure of the London economic conference ,to accom- 
plish really worthwhile results. It isn't & matter for 
serious worry or anxiety. Only 10 per cent of Ameri- 
can trade Is international in character and the 90 per 
cent is domestic. Why should 10 per cent prove so 
gravely destructive? 


The figures do not present an accurate picture. 


The 90 per cent described as domestic attains its 
huge volume because it embraces, not one, but sev- 
eral transactions or processes. It goes first from,the 
raw material to the factories, to be processed or 
placed in the finished state. It goes from the fac- 
tory to the jobber, and from the jobber to the re- 
tailer, and from the retailer to the ultimate consum- 
er. In the case of the 10 per cent, the figures are 
far more impressive, bearing far more important re- 
lationships to ultimate consumption and to the agri- 
cultural and industrial activities of America, than 
can be projected by the bare figures. In the main, 
our exports consist of raw materials. There is only 
one transaction to be considered in computing the 
aggregate volume of trade. We export grains, meat, 
scores of items which originate on the farm, and this 
10 per cent is of the most extreme importance to 
the American farmer. 


Beyond that, there are other 
considerations to 


which the die-hard isolationist closes his eyes. The 
world cannot keep on spending double or treble what 
it expended prior to 1914 for armament in anticipa- 
tion of future warfare. It was a crushing burden 
then, which, subjected millions of people-to unbear- 
able hardships, lower living standards, and the sac- 
rifice of comforts, for money which is spent on bat- 
tle ships and cannon cannot be utilized -for food and 
clothing and improved homes.

PI*HE United States cannot proceed on the theory 
M that what was true in the past is now true in 
our own inherent capacity to establish satisfactory 
conditions through a national program of self-con- 
tainment. There has been a positive demonstration 
of it in the last three years. The punishment of the 
depression, its duration or length, the slowness of 
recovery, all furnish eloquent testimony that there is 
a new day in America. That new day arises from 
the fact that new lands, easy of settlement and de- 
velopment, no longer exist. If additional land is to 
provide homes and a livelihood for people, it can be 
had solely through heavy expense in 
reclamation 


from natural disadvantages. The last great depres- 
sion which visited the United States, if 1921 is to be 


direction. They have found that good business poli- 
cy runs parallel with humanltarianlsm. Installation 
and use of protective devices are proving good invest- 
ments. But more than that, the universal observ- 
ance of caution has demonstrated its worth in dollars 
and cents. 


The general public is not without obligation in

ILLINOIS REPEATS. 


W 


HEN Illinois piled up enormous majorities for 
both national and state democratic tickets last 


November, the results occasioned a great deal of 
surprise, although forecast in advance. The outcome 
was the result of accumulated republican troubles, 
starting with the "Big Bill" Thompson regime in 
Chicago and extending to the Len Small administra- 
tion at Springfield. But Illinois had been so solidly 
and so substantially republican, so unwavering in its 
support of the party, that it was felt the November 
election was expressive merely of the bloodless revo- 
lution which swept the entire country. 


The first test since November came Tuesday, when 


Illinois voted on judicial offices. It again brought a 
complete democratic sweep. 


The outcome is the more remarkable because all of 


the Chicago press had fought the democratic candi- 
dates, the Chicago Bar association had endorsed the 
republican aspirants, and the support outstate was 
expected to be overwhelmingly republican. Two fac- 
tors are mentioned as responsible for the Tuesday 
upset. The first and the most important is Roose- 
velt's popularity among the people of Illinois. The 
second is the demoralization _which exists within the 
republican party of Illinois. It is apparent now that 
it must go through the painful and distasteful task 
of ousting completely the "Big Bill" Thompson-Len 
Small element, which, while not active in the latest 
contest, still is associated with the party. 


The result constitutes a smashing rebuke for the 


Chicago Tribune, which has been attacking the 
Roosevelt administration vigorously on the ground it 
has brought a professorial group to Washington to 
inaugurate a rule of Sovietism in America. 


THE VILLAGE SMITHY. 


MORE significant item appeared in the news 
columns Thursday than a special dispatch from 


Oketo, Kas., telling of the opening of a blacksmith 
and wagon repair shop there in a specially con- 
structed new building. It is the first shop of that 
type to be maintained in Oketo in years. 


The item tells its own story of a great transition 


that is taking place on the farms in the middle west. 
The horse and the wagon are coming back. They are 
being utilized for farm work more than they have 
been any time in the last decade and a half. 


For years, the village blacksmith occupied a unique 


position. The poet immortalized him. But-even the 
poet could not reveal fully the interest and the ad- 
miration with which the small boys of the villages 
looked upon the smith. There was a challenge in 
the ring of the hammer upon red hot steel, a flight 
of the imagination in every shower of blazing sparks. 
There was a saga in the swelling muscles and the 
bared throat and chest. The smith did his work 
carefully and well; the trade had its own standards 
of artisanship and probably no trade ever provoked 
a greater feeling of pride in a job well done than 
that of the village blacksmith. 


In the "205, the blacksmiths all but ceased to exist. 


They were as much a part of the past as the livery 
stable, and as each year brought on a higher trade 
mortality, the public dfemissed them with a thought 
they would be compelled to readjust themselves to 
the new conditions. Not the least of the many in- 
teresting developments of this rehabilitation period 
are- the frequent announcements of the reopening 
of blacksmith shops.

I have no decided preference 'for 
either being or doing. What one 
is and one does are so closely in- 
terrelated that I am not concerned 
to separate what God has obvi- 
ously joined together.

being is prior to doing and de- 
termines its quality.- We do not 
gather figs from thistles. As the 
inward man is so will his outward 
actions be. Your favorite author, 
Walter Pater, was in many ways a 
choice' spirit. But he deeply be- 


lieved contemplation was the end 
of life. 
In this I beg leave to differ. Con- 
templation is life's half-way house 
and not its goal. Every successful 
life is subjected to constant fore- 
thought, but unless the deed crowns 
the process it is never complete. 
This principle, I believe, is uni- 
versally true, and its neglect is as 
sure to spell disaster as its ob- 
servance is to avoid it. The essen- 
tial thing is an adequate balance 
between the cultivation of a strong 
personality and its manifestation 
in service. We are all composites 
of what we are and what we do. 
We can think till we grow remote 
and squeamish, and we can act till 
we run out of definite and worthy 
objectives at which to aim. 
Your theological question has a 
medieval flavor, and perhaps I 
ought to refer you to Duns Soctus 
or St. Thomas Aquinas for your 
answer.

Father worketh"; He is the Eter- 
nal Doer whose ceaseless activities 
robe the cosmos in light and pur- 
pose. I suggest that there is little 
practical value in theoretical cal- 
culations about God's inertia or ac- 
tivity. 
Indeed. I cannot conceive 
the God Christ portrayed as self- 
excluded from the grim struggle 
which taxes His human offspring 
to the utmost.

AN EXIT FORK STRIP. 


I must confess that I am almost 


as greatly intrigued by the names 
given to some of the more unusual 
plays at Bridge as by hte plays 
themselves. Mr. George S. Coffin 
has written a. book. "End-Plays at 
Bridge Explained," in which he has 
enriched the vocabulary of bridge 
with a new terminology, part of 
which is extremely interesting and 
all of which, to say the least, is 
unusual. When you come to such 
titles as the "Forced Fork Strip" 
and the "Forced Fork Dodging 
Strip," you are treading new and 
unbeaten paths. But these are 
relatively simple compared with 
such names as the "Undertrumping 
and the "Fork Strip Forced Auto- 
matic Squeeze." Another interest- 
ing name for an end-play is the 
"Perpetually Retained Squeeze." At 
last there is something in bridge 
that never changes! 
Mr. Coffin recently sent me the 
hand below, which he classifies as 
an "Exit Fork Strip." It was played 
in the New England Champion- 
ship Pairs at Holyoke, Mass., by 
Mr. Coffin himself.

Mr. Coffin and his partner were 
playing an unusual bidding system. 
which explains west's extraordinary 
opening on 
honor-tricks. This 


bid was not intended in any sense 
as a psychic, but was based upon 
the belief that in duplicate the re- 
quirements for opening bids must 
be lighter than in rubber bridge. 
Mr. Coffin might have been risk- 


ing a slam by his response of three 
no trump, but, as the cards lay, 
there was nothing of that kind 
possible. 


The opening lead was the club 7, 


which was won with dummy's 8. 
The ace of diamonds won the next 
trick, and south's discard revealed 
the fact that no tricks outside of 
tr-e top cards could be developed in 
that suit. A low club followed, 
which dummy was permitted to win 
with the king. A spade was now 
led, and then another. North won 
the second round and led the queen 
of hearts. Mr. Coffin, winning this 
with the ace, cashed his good 
spade and the remaining high 
heart, and then threw north in the 
lead by leading the heart 6. North 
then won another heart trick, but 
in the end was forced to lead up 
to the diamond ten-ace Si dummy. 
If you will study this play, you 


may understand what is meant by 
an "Exit Fork Strip." For myself, 
although I must confess to a great 
admiration for Mr. Coffin's termin- 
ology, I shall probably continue to 
call it simply a forced lead. 


Today's Question. 
In playing duplicate contract. Is 
it compulsory to lead a card of the 


same suit on the second round as 
the one chosen by the opening 
leader? A number of my friends 
insist that it is. 
Answer: No player, unless be has 
subjected himself to a penalty un- 
der the laws, is required to lead 
the same suit on a succeeding 
round as was led on any preceding 
round as was led on any preceding 
round.

many and Max Baer of California.

It has color and presages 
plenty of action. It may be a thriller. It appeals so strongly 
to the fans that there was talk this morning that the sta- 
dium may be a near sell-out, drawing an attendance of 75,000 
to 80,000 for a "gate" of close to $350,000. 
^ 


Jack Acclaimed Second Tex. 
Promoter Jack Dempsey. once a 


glamorous ring figure himself, is 
staging the show and haK done such 
a good job they were talking him up 
along Broadway today as "a second 
Tex Rickard." Dempsey is elated at 
the way things are turning out and 
says ail he needs now is a little 
••Rickard luck" on the weather. The 
rest has gone over with a bang. 


Fair vcather is promised for the 


ficht, but Jack is keeping his fin- 
gers crossed. 
New York has had 
an unusual amount of rain in the 
pasi fortnight. In the event of rain, 
the bout will be postponed until 
Friday night. 


Due largely to Dempsey, the brawl 


has been one of the best ballyhooed 
events since the good old days of 
the million-dollar "gates." Dempsey 
has been stimulating interest in the 
fight for weeks. He has kicked up 
rows between the Schmeling and 
Baer forces; he has back-slapped 
and made friends and boomed the 
fight all over the east; he even of-

Battlers On the Scene. 


Schmeling and Baer, both now on 


the scene were in semi-seclusion 
today The German came in from 
his camp at Lake Swannanoa, near 
Oak Ridge, N J. and checked in 
at a local hotel, the name of which 
was not disclosed. Baer. who mo- 
tored in from his quarters at At- 
lantic City, is at a private home 
and closely guarded from the public. 


They will make a brief appear- 


ance this afternoon at 2 o'clock 
when they will officially weigh in. 
Baer probably will show a weight 
advantage of at least 18 pounds over 
the "Black Uhlan." He will tip the 
beam around 208 pounds; Schmel- 
ing at 190, or thereabouts.

Baer was brimming over with con- 


fidence. In contrast to the

Schmeling. he frolicked around and 
wisecracked with his handlers, 
"Don't worn- about me." Baer told 


his friends. "I'll take care of the 
German. I'm soine to shoot every- 
thing. If he'll mix with me. it will 
be a fight."
